: "T!ie': census of tbe United" - States, fi' a 
political neceasity, '^ saya Q eneral ' Wa\ ker, 
a former chief auperviBor of tlie- cemua. 
A bnef history o£ tlita political neceasity 
niay.jbe interesting to readers of The News 
at this time when the census for 1900 is 
baing.talcen. 

General. Walker Rnya"L_hat it, is to this 
political necessity, and not to the general, 
appreciation of" the claims of atotiBtical 
science -is due the fact that the systematic 
perioditalenumerationof^inhnbitants.waa 
here un dertaken earlier than in England. ' ■ 
Thefirat.census, 1790, proved to.ueagreat 
disappointhient at the result, arid dieaatia- 
fnction at "the .methods of enumeration, 
Mrv Jefferson," then secretary of state, „was 
careful in sending out copies of the pub- 
lished tables believing them to^falUfar 
short of the '. truth, and went so far as to 
supply the omissions whicb be assumed to 
exist.. The results 'of latercensus, however, 
have established the Bubs'lantial accuracy 
of the Brat enumeration, and show that the 
diseat(flfaction..felt at the timewaB but the 
inevitable disappointment of overstrained 
anticipations. "To count,", says Dr. John- 
eon , r 'ia a modern "practice ; .the. ancien t 
method was to guess, and! where numbers 
are guessed, they are always mrignifled."

The census 
of 1890' cost .'nearly ?2O,O0O,OO6, and the 
office has been [closed but a few. years since. 
The law governing, the period of time was 
five niontha; '\The first United States censuB 
was under the supervision of United StateB 
marthals.. 'In ^TSO© '■ the supervisou 'was 
placed with the secretary of state and prac- 
tically remained with him until 1850, .when 
the supervision of the cenaua was coram it- 
fed to the newly erected department of the 
interior. The United States marshals and 
their assistants . remaining the indents of 
the census office ;. : and n auperintendent of 
census appointed, 

; Later times and experience, are proving 
the' political necessity of the cenBiia when 
we remember the gerrymandering of con- 
gressional districts by interested partisans, 
fn this political difficulty the unquestion- 
able provision of the constitution for a do- 
cenial cenaua has been taken advantage nf 
by all parties to secure much statistical in- 
formation, which is not usually, and per- 
haps is not properly connected >ith the 
census.. Nor can there be any doubt ' that 
the introduction of new schedules of in- 
quiries has Borne what impaired theefliciencr 
of the ceniua in its original constitutional 
function of making a count of tho inhab- 
itaata of the several parts of .the country 
for the purpose of distributing representa- 
tion in congress. As the cenaua has wid- 
ened it has weakened. As a matter of un- 
doubted history the provision for a national 
census wua incorporated in the conatitu- 
tion 'Bolely ; <from political, not at aft from 
philosophical considerations. 

By the act of May 28, 1850, the cenaua 
was extended to coyer the Beveral subjects 
of mortality, -agriouiture, produc'tire in- 
dustry, schoola, churches, newspapers, etc, 
The question Beema to.come up whether the 
statea are^ not thq propet.source for monj 
of these inquiries?: Life insurance com- 
panies are benefiriarie's of the ay'stem nt 
the people's expense; and- the Lord onlv 
knows bow many o^ber companies, Bfraa 
or corporations . are taking advantage of 
this "political necessity." 

Aa before alluded to the several states of 
the linion.bave excel lentlsystems' for infor- 
mation, and : enterprising officers paid to 
attend to many of these inquiries, and it 
should, be left to the states to furnish such 
information on ' demand. The present 
cenaua is estimated to coat 116,000,000." 
The innovatione in tbia direction, as woll 
as in many other, aabjects, compared with 
( the .almplioity of. governmentiri ita early 
hbtory, seema at firat thought to be dia> 
proportionately great;

An Iuieres ting and Iiwti'uctire Letter 
' From Our Regular CorresimndeDt. 

' Pahib. May 2S, ; 1900. 
■ I have, been in Paris but two days after 
a' seven- days toiaing on the Atlantic and 
bave:h'ad time only for. a" glance at. the ex- 
poRition. This glance* has impressed me 
with nothing so much, as- its utter unpre- 
paredness. Masonry, carpentry, painting, 
digging,, carting,' sweeping,': dusting! 
BprinkUug everywhere, with only here and 
there an exhibit complete and ready for 
business. The shops, restaurants and mid- 
way plaiBance-like ahows are, of course, 
ready', and ore doing a more or less'thriv- 
itijf business, and thesatne old features of 
Frenchmen, Dutchmen, English men and 
Yankees' masquerading in .Oriental garb 
and aetling useless oriental gim crocks for 
twice the amount they can be.hadfnr in 
any cityof?the United States, are very, 
prominent. .1 

The.exposition is doubtless, as the late" 
Mr.Barnum would Bay, "a monstrous ag- 
gregation" etc. It will, when completed .sur- 
pass all previous expositions in bigness and 
richneaa and will be on admirable epitome 
of the past century's transcendent progress. 
Why should it not excel all othere? The 
world, at least in material tbinga, is mov- 
ing fast, and what was evolution made for, 
if each succeeding exposition shall not outdo 
its predecessor? 

- .Moreover Paris, and I regret to say it, 
seems to be but a poor fourth in the export 
trade of the world,' with England; our own 
country and Germany ahead oE her. But 
she gets back of us every ten years or so 
by making a great exposition and, with 
the prestige of her only Paris levying trib- 
ute, on all the wealth of the world. The 
amount of money we spend in Paris in one 
way and another is regretable. Hundreds 
of rich American \ families live here in 
winter and in the south of France during 
tbe.auinuier. So fur na I know the only 
advantage- gained is in better household 
service. Servants in France ace doubtless 
more efficient, intelligent and cheaper than 
in the United States. But ia every other 
comfort of living we' surpass the French. 
At least this ia my impression after a* fourth 
visit to Paris arid a residence off and on of 
Beveral months. 

The reports that have been so extensively 
spread about tho crowded condition of the 
city, ana the high cost of living, ace mis- 
leading. I do not find the prices at hotels 
or pensions (boarding houses) much higher 
than usual.' They are I think a little, lower 
than at tho exposition of 187S. Anyone 
according to bis taste, puree and endurance, 
can get board and lodging for one dollar 
up. I am lodging at No. 45 Rue de Clichy, 
elevator and electric lights, at a coat of 15 
francs ($3) per day. The'eame accommo- 
dations would cost as much in most -Ameri- 
can cities. Before I selected this place 1 
inquired the rates and looked at rooms in 
many other localities. Some were higher, 
some lower, and I apeak from pergonal ob- 
servation when I Bay there is abundant 
room here arid at reasonable rates. 

To say that the Americans here directly 
in charge of American exhibits are angry 
is to draw it mild. In spite of the utmost 
effort they cannot get the' French authori- 
ties to complete the buildings for their ex- 
hibits. There are limey dust, mortar and 
rubbish everywhere, and only two or three 
French workmen where • there should be 
twenty. - Meanwhile the French authorities 
ore' urging the Americans to open up their 
displays. \ The Americans say "No, riot 
until these buildings are completed and 
cleaned. We 1 will not subject our fine 
wares and delicate food stuffs to deteriora- 
tion from dust and mud and lime." After 
much prayer and imprecation the' Ameri- 
can commissioners finally resorted to law 
with' the result of great acceleration on the 
part'of the French. The buildings, it is 
expected, will now bq completed in two 
weoka. 

• There .is a airistnr report that the Ameri- 
can national, building ia insecure, unsafe, 
and that if Souaa'o bond should play there, 
it will be with peril to tho assemblage. 

The. American national building ia 
eclipsed by that of 'Italy, Roumaniaand by 

other countries that have not one tithe our 
wealth. . It was vanity and folly to build 
a national building here anyhow:'. It does 
no good, teaches nothing, brings nothing., 
It cannot BU the wandering American with 

Sride when he sees it, for be is always over- 
owing with that stuff and ready to tell 3 ou 
that .watte we have no volcano like. .Vesu- 
vius, we have a Niagara Falls that can put 
it out in five minutes. . Z£',.~*. ■ 

Just at present the American corn prop- 
aganda seema to afford our French friends 
some amusement, A kitchen has been 
established to- prepare corn bread, corn 
fritters, etc.,- as a free lunch, and tbua 
recommend the use of corn and increase 
the demand for.it.' . At, the exhibits of all 
the. countries there' Jb a guacd of soldiers 
standing, or walking in the uniform of his 
country*. The n atton t - h ave • not forgotten 
to select soldier* of good appearance for 
this Bervice, Mr. 'Hugh* KrauBs, of Mil- 
waukee, a veritable Hercules, six feet five 
inches tall in bis uniform, ruddy and hand- 
some, -is on guard nt the American corn 
bread kitchen, and if ,' a ny foreigner Is 
skeptical as to the effect of com as a. diet 
he ib pointed to. this com '■' fed .American, 
and Mr, Krause can tell them 1 in good 
French what corn has done for him.

The 
shipping bill Is on the calendar of each 
house' wllh favorable , rccommendntlon 
from n major! ty^mombership. "of the Sen- 
ate and House comriilttef's. 
. Anti-trust legislation has come promi- 
nently Inlo uttoiition In the House nt the 
close of ihc Bcsslon, .the House hnvlng 
passed a new nnti-trnstbltl nnd defeated 
a constitutional amendment. 

The' Senntc has passed a bill for a ca- 
ble to the Philipiilnes nnd beyond, to be 
constructed rind maintained under gov- 
ernment control, but no action has been 
taken on it In' the House. 

The restriction of oleoinnrgnrlne hns 
been productive of considerable agitation, 
mainly in. committees, and a radical re- 
strictive bill- has. been reported to the 
House.

Labels: Must Tell Whether Goods Are 

Pure or AdiiHe rated— New Law 

Effective July 1. 

- The* grocer who baa been selling adul- 
terated' goods with, the fervent assurance 
that the ttrticles were pure as nature. cou|d 
make them is soon to appear" in his true 
colors to his customers. July 1- the new 
■lllinois'-'puro foodlaw goes into effect, and 
from that day forward every label on every 
package of food stuff must. tell the truth 
and the whole truth about tho quality of 
the goods or the man responsible for false^ 
hood will be liable to fine and imprison- 
ment. 

The Sunday preceding July 1 will be the 
day when in every grocery store in Chicago 
it is off with the old label and on with ,tbe 
new, and when the "pure maple sirup" .of 
yesterday will become tho plain' 1 'glucose" 
of tomorrow. . '" " 

"Currant jelly" will no more appear 
stampied in big letters on the outside of 
tubs of colored glucose with the added tar- 
taric acid. "Apple" butter," thai- never 
needed thB products of the orchard to pro- 
duce it will have a new name all its own, 
from which' the word apple is carefully ex- 
cluded. 

Coffee and chicory mixed together will 
no longer go forth to the innocent man's 
breakfast table as' "coffee,''- but will have 
to take its" place as "coffee compound", 
among the many kinds of substitute coffees 
now on the market. , 

" Circus lemonade is to bo one of the bene- 
ficiaries of the new law. There is an abso- 
lute, prohibition of the sole of "lemon ex- 
tract" which "has less than 5 per cent of 
pure lemon, oil, and the flavor of the fruit 
will consequently be in the cheapest of 
street lemonade. 

• The "honey" of- the Mure in Illinois will 
be carefully distinguished. from "adulter- 
ated honey," and a "compound extract of 
vanilla and tonka" will for most persons 
take the place of what is at present sold as 
straight extract of vanilla. 

Baking powder dealers are among the 
busiest of food merchants, for every can of 
baking powder sold in the future must bear 
a specific statement as.to whether it is an 
alum, aium-phosphate or cream of tartar 
powder. 

Wholesale grocers have been busy for 
several weeks getting the new labels, which 
tell the plain truth, ready for use, and they 
have found the task so much bigger than 
they had anticipated that they are rushing 
their forces of clerks overtime to be ready 
to b void legal penalties. 
. The law gave them eighteen months to 
dispose of stocks of imitation and adulter- 
ated goods under the old conditions, and it 
is the end of that period of toleration which 
1b now in Bight. - Goods that are now sold 
are sold with the express condition that if 
they are not disposed of by July 1 the re- 
tailer will not demand their return to the 
wholesaler. 

The Blocks of adulterated goods the .re- 
tailers now have on hand are being pushed 
out to customers as fast as possible, and 
from some parts of the cily it is reported 
that the retail merchants are making up 
by highly colored praises now for the un- 
wonted amount of truth they must tell after 
three weeks have passed. " " 

The penalty for a false brand, mark, 
stencil or label provided bv law is not less 
than 825 or more than 8200 fine, or im- 
prisonment in the county jail' for from 
thirty to ninety dayB, or both, for each 
offense.

Grave Filling Device. 

A device for use In constructing 
graves, the invention of "Henry D. 
Cameron, of Burlington, Iowa, is de- 
signed to All tbe grave with earth after 
the coffin has been lowered, and to 
conceal as far as possible tbe actual 
throwing of the dirt upon tho coffin, 
the most trying termination of the 
grave ceremony to the bereaved 
mourners. It consists of a receptacle, 
with detachable sides and bottom, and 
a gate In the latter so arranged as to 
be capable of being opened to allow 
the contents to fall, The front Is a 
flexible curtain, extending from tbe 
top to the gate, and designed to pre- 
vent the earth within from being seen. 
This receptacle la filled with earth 
previous to tbe ceremony and carried 
to a convenient point.
